REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-14 are considered allowable since the prior art made of record and 

considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations. The prior art does not teach the claimed invention of a method of writing a 
selected memory cell comprising in combinations of other steps: biasing at least one of 
a group of unselected conductors on the same level as the first conductor to a third 
voltage between the first and second voltages and at an offset from the second voltage; 
and biasing at least one of a group of unselected conductors on the same level as the 
second conductor to a fourth voltage between the first and second voltages and at an 
offset from the first voltage.
